“Shawcross knows our attitude | 
@n the veto,” Vishinsky said. “We. 
uphold the principle of the una- | 
mimity of the powers and do =| 
mean to renounce it. We argued it 
here and other places and will up- 
hold this principle.” 

Vishinsky said that if renuncia- 
tion of the veto right were a con- 
dition of disarmament it would be 
“a bad omen” and there would be

Molotov, in agreeing yesterday 
to international inspections and 
controls on disarmament, proposed 
that two separate “organs of in- 
gspections” on atomic weapons and 
other classes of weapons be Crea- 
ted “within the framework of the 
Security Council.” 

Vishinsky demanded that the 
United States submit information 
on the size of its atomic stockpile, 
asserting that “it is not enough to 
give information on swords and 
gabers.” 

He said that the U.N. must guard 
against failure to generally disarm 
in all countries and on all weap- 
Ons, 
gerous.” 

Warning by Shawcross, 

Shawcross warned against pre-| 
serving the veto right in connec- 
tion with disarmament. 

“If we want something 
than words.” Shawcross said, “we 
must be able to have a system of 
contro! and inspection to let an 
international body go into any 
country, make any _ inspection 
which it considers necessary with- 
out fear that any country would 
exercise the veto and make im- 
possible the putting into effect 
any such system.” 

Vishinsky charged that the atom

NHA Expediter Holds Up 
$2,000,000 Worth on 
Claim That They May 
Interfere With Build- 


ing Homes. 


More than $2,000,000 in commer- 
cial and industrial building in the 
St. Louis area, including such 
projects as expanding automobile 
sales rooms, expanding a brewery, 


building an addition to a tavern 
and enlarging the cellars of a 
winery, has been held up by ac- 
tion of the National Housing 
Agency expediter here, after such 
projects had been approved by the 
Civilian Production Administra- 
tion, it was learned today. 

Action halting the projects, at 
least temporarily, was taken by 
Willard H. Clark, housing expe- 
diter, who said that such commer- 
cial and industrial building would 
interfere with the building of 
homes for veterans. All would in- 
volve materials in short supply 
and badly needed for home build- 
ing, Clark said. 

After the CPA _ construction 
committee here had approved the 
projects Clark appealed this ac- 
tion to Washington. He said he 

has not been informed of the 
final determination of these cases, 
but none of them has béen sanc- 
tioned so far as he has been able 
to find out. 

Request by Legionnaire. 

Details of these appeals were 
revealed by Clark at the request 
of Ben P. Manheimer, chairman 
of the Missouri American Legion 
veterans’ housing committee, and 
with the approval of the district 
NHA office in Chicago. 

Manheimer has been working 
with a committee including repre- 
sentatives of several veterans’ 
organizations, investigating the 
approval of commercial and indus- 
trial construction by the CPA. 

“Clark is to be congratulated for 
having entered these protests,” 
Manheimer declared, “but they 
aren’t nearly enough. He hasn't 
had time, since he has been on 
the job here, to investigate all of 
the questionable commercial con- 
struction.” 

The CPA committee here, Clark 
had said earlier, has approved 
about $7,125,000 in commercial and 
industrial construction since Sept. 
17, including the more than $2,000,- 
000 on which Clark has entered 
appeals in that period. 

Says Materials Needed. 

“All of this involves- materials 
badly needed for homes for vet- 
erans,” Manheimer declared. 

Manheimer said his_ investi- 
gating committee has been in- 
formed that even the approvals by 
the CPA do not accurately gauge 
the extent of commercial and in- 

ustrial construction that has used 
i, materials needed for housing. 
Many projects were begun before 
CPA controls were instituted. 

“And in addition,” he said, “I 


understand that some firms have 


not confined themselves to the ap-|__ 


proved projects or to the amounts 
stated in the approval.” 

Clark said there is no adequate 
inspection set up to see that firms 
limit their construction to the 
amounts approved by the CPA. 
The CPA makes no attempt, ‘he 
said, to discover whether the con- 
struction later is used for the pur- 
pose for which it was approved. 

“At the very least,” Manheimer 
declared, “the CPA - construction 
committee here :hould give ad- 
vance notice of the construction 
permits it has under consideration. 
Then, its meetings should be open 
to the public, so that we know 
what is going on there.”

Historians assumed from the 
date that the urn was removed 
from its former resting place in 
the chapel of Jesus Hospital 
during anti-Spanish riots of 1823, 
but was not hidden in the wall of 
the chapel until 13 years later.

Collisson said he had asked the 
miners for their demands, that he 
“was there to listen to them.”

No demands were forthcoming,

But the court feels that the doc- 
trine is stated with more and 
greater clearness than anywhere 
else that the court has found it 
in Black on Interpretation of 
Laws, second edition.

“General words in a statute do 
not include nor bind the Govern- 
ment by whose authority the stat- 
ute wag enacted, where its sover- 
eignty, rights, prerogatives, or in- 
terests are involved. It is bound 
only by being expressly named or 
by necessary implication for the 
terms and purpose of the act. 

“This is a very ancient rule of 
the English law, and is equally 
applicable to the national and 
state governments in this country. 
It is said that laws are gupposed 
to be made for the subjects or 
citizens of the state, not for the 
sovereign power. Hence, if the 
Government is not expressly re- 
ferred to in a given statute, it is 
presumed that it was not intended 
to be affected thereby, and this 
presumption, in any case where 
the rights or interests of the state 
would be involved, can be over- 
come only by clear and irresist- 
ible implications from the statute 
itself. Generally speaking, there- 
fore, the state is not bound by the 
provisions of any statute, however 
generally it may be expressed, by 
which its sovereignty would be 
derogated from, or any of its pre- 
rogatives, rights, titles, or inter- 
ests would be divested, save where 
the act is specifically made to 
extend to the state, or where the 
legislative intention in that regard 
is too plain to be mistaken.” 


Object of This Case, 

In this case, what society, what 
the sovereign power, was endeav- 
oring to do was to hold a matter 
involving the public interest, a 
matter involving a potential public 
calamity by an entity which had 
been given power by the _ sov- 
ereignty itself, the labor union, 
from taking the contemplated ac- 
tion, which, as I said before, would 
amount to a public calamity, un- 
til there could be a judicial de- 
termination of- whether it had the 
right to take such action.

Rules Transfer of Illegal 


Jewish Immigrants to 
Cyprus Is Legally Jus- 
tified. 


JERUSALEM, Nov. 29 (UP) — 
The Palestine Supreme Court 
ruled today that British authort- 
tles are legally justified In trana- 
4000 in 
and other illegal 
immigrants from Palestine to Cy- 
prus as a public security measure. 

Retaliation from the Jewish 
underground for the decision 
against the immigrants seeking to 
enter the Holy Land was expect- 
ed quickly. Many observers be- 
lieved it would come within 24 
hours, 

Three British ships loaded with 
nearly 4000 Jews transferred from 
the Knesseth Israel probably will 
sail from Haifa to Cyprus today. 
They had been held up 48 hours 
while the court pondered Jewish 
efforts to win a writ of habeas 
corpus allowing the refugees to 
land, 

By rejecting the habeas corpus 
petition, the court gave High 
Commissioner Sir Alan Cunning- 
ham an unqualified go-ahead to 
continue the Cyprus deportation 
program. There are 6000 Jews in 
detention camps on Cyprus now. 

The decision rejected the de 
fense claim that the mass depor- 
tation system was a misuse of 
power, 

The Supreme Court is made up 
of Hritish judges. It is part of 
the Palestine central government 
operated by the British as the 
mandatory power. 

Refugees whose -cntry was 
sought, and who now face quick 
transfer to Cyprus to join 6000 
others, reached Haifa this week. 
They were transferred to three 
British Liberty ships after a fight 
with British troops ‘m which two 
Jews died. 

Shoshana Beilin, a young Jew- 
ish woman from Poland, jumped 
from the British ship Ocean Vigor 
yesterday, swam two miles and 
was picked up exhausted 10 miles 
north of Haifa. 

Three more shiploads of Jew- 
ish refugees from Europe were 
reported nearing Palestine. This 
report and the arrival of Field 
Marshal Viscount Montgomery, 
chief of the imperial general staff, 
for military consultations sharp- 
ened the air of expectancy in the 
country.

The swiftness with which the 
strike struck the country was 
shown in soft coal production fig- 
ures from the National Coal Asso- 
ciation. 

It estimated production last 
week at 6,390,000 tons as compared 
with 12,550,000 in the preceding 
week, The coal shutdown took in 
only three days of last week, and 
this week there was only a com- 
parative dribble being mined. 

Unemployment began to take 
on more serious aspects with the 
steel, and railroad industries lead- 
ing the way in cutbacks. 

There was a word of confidence 
for people who use fuel oil, The 
Department of Interior reported 
that “supplies of home heating and 
industria) fuels are and will con- 
tinue to be adequate.” 

For coal users it was a question 
of hoarding indefinitely, with no 
sign as to when coal again will 
be coming out of the mines. 

Industrial production and em- 
ployment had forged to a record 
peacetime high before the coal 
strike, the Federal Reserve Board 
reported yesterday. 

The board based its comments 
on production on Bureau of Labor 
statistics on workers in manufac- 
turing industries, which showed 
12,044,000 such persons employed 
in October this year, compared 
with 12,019,000 in September and 
10,450,000 in October 1945, 

Output at factories and mines 
increased 2 per cent in October, 
This brought it to a point 82 per 
cent higher than the average for 
the 1935-39 period, the board's 
seasonally adjusted index of pro- 
duction showed. 

- “Production was maintained at 
this level in November up to the 
beginning of work stoppages in 
bituminous coal mines,” said a 
report from the board. 

Drop in Steel Production, 

“During the first three weeks 
of November, steel output rose 
slightly to an average scheduled 
rate of 91 per cent of capacity, 
but in the fourth week -output 


_ dropped sharply o owing to a cessa- 


tion of operations at most bitumi- 
nous coal mines Nov. 21 as a 
result of work stoppages.” 

Summarizing business conditions 
for October, the board reported 
employment at _ factories. was 
maintained at a record peacetime 
level along with production, and 
output was above even the high 
level of distribution, so that the 
goods turned out brought a further 
increase in inventories. 

The board observed that “prices 
in wholesale and retail markets 
generally advanced considerably 
following the lifting of controls,” 

Snyder Volces Concern. 

Secretary of the Treasury 
Snyder said Wednesday the Treas- 
ury was concerned over the coal 
strike’s possible effect on Govern- 
ment finances. Joseph Meyerhoff, 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Home Builders, said it 
“imperils” 400,000 homes for vet- 
erans, 


Snyder told a press conference 
that “we know it would seriously 
affect (Government) revenues if 
the work stoppage continues.” He 
said the Treasury was studying 
the situation, 

Just before the coal strike began 
last week, Snyder had said that 
revenues were holding up well to 
the expectation of a record peace- 


600,000,000. 

Meyerhoff said in a statement 
that the 400,000 veterans’ homes 
he is particularly concerned about 


builders, 

Every week of the strike will 
mean delays of several weeks in 
these homes through curtailment 
of production and delivery of 
building materials, he predicted. 


Warning On Prices. 


Civilian Production Chief John 
D. Small told the nation that “only 
the prompt resumption of coal 
mining will permit a continuation 
of the high level of production so 
important to ward off inflationary 
price increases.” 

Steel mills, already banking fur- 
nices, “may be forced to cut op- 
erations by 50 per cent within two 
weeks,” he said. 

CPA officials said further reduc- 
tion in steel deliveries will spread 
industrial paralysis rapidly to 


scores of firms depending on steel 
for making ciiamcorten still in short 
supply, 

The impact of the coal shortage 
on railroads will add to the slow- 
down, Small reported. 

While industrial output at the 
end of October had reached 81 per 
cent above the average for the 
late 1930s, he asserted that the 
coal strike “is now threatening to 
shove production back down the 
ladder.” 

“A prolonged shutdown in the,

Small said. 


All Available Tankers Ordered to

COUNTY ZONING 
OFFICER ASSAILS 
PRESSURE’ PLEAS 


Complains to County 
Court Against Volume 
of Requests it Sends 
to Him. 


Complaint has been made to the 
County Court, the administrative 
commission of St. Louis county, 
over a volume of “pressure re- 
quests” for exceptions from subdi- 
vision regulations sent by mem- 
bers of the court to the execu- 
tive officer for zoning and plan- 
ning, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

George R. Imboden, enforcement 
officer for zoning under the court 
and executive secretary of the 
County Planning Commission, 
made the complaint in diplomatic 
terms in a statement received by 
the court Wednesday. 

The statement was occasioned 
by a formal to Imboden, 
issued by the court Monday, direct- 
ing him to issue a building permit 
to William and Justin Knittig, 
brothers, for a house erected for 
sale. Imboden had refused to is- 
sue a permit, on the grounds that 
the Knittigs, who reside on Mat- 


tese School road, had violated the 
court’s zoning order by erecting 


order

order. Public hearings have been 
held so far in seven of the 11 town- 
ships, including one for Bonhomme 
township at Manchester Wednes- 
day night.

Imboden also told the County 
Court that his office was “operat- 
ing under tremendous strain, with 
inadequate help and poor office fa- 
cilities,” although the new laws 
were “resented only by a small 
minority of selfish individuals and 


pressure groups.” A large majority 
of county residents, he declared, is 
enthusiastic about the “progressive 
strides” in zoning and subdivision 
regulation. 

He urged the court to act now 
on his request for increase of his 
staff frem four employes to 14. He 
remarked: “I cannot induce ¢com- 
petent persons to accept public 
positions if the department cannot 
function effectively and has inter- 
ference in routine administrative 
matters. by other agencies.” He 
suggested that the court should 
act at once on this matter and on 
procedure for appeals from build- 
ing permit denials, to prevent dis- 
integration of county planning.

“Without question,” * Imboden 
told the judges in writing, “the 
County Court is not aware of all 
the facts and is not familiar with 
the pending county transactions in 
the Knittig matter. It is unfor- 
cunate that a court order has been 
passed without the court care- 
fully reviewing the case with the 
zoning enforcement officer.” 

Still Plan Subdivision. 

The Knittigs have not given up 
the subdivision plan, as William 
Knittig asserted to the court, Im- 
boden continued, but have only 
“given up the county’s requirement 
of putting in improvements as 
required by law.” The Knittigs 
were aware of the regulations and 
were not suffering any hardship, 
he asserted. 

“The court order,” Imboden went 
on, “cannot legally authorize a 
building permit, under the terms 
of the zoning order and subdivision 
regulations. If the court is deter- 
mined to grant a special favor to 
Mr. (William) Knittig, contrary 
to legal requirements of the zon- 
ing order and subdivision regula- 
tions, then a special court order 
will have to be drafted to provide 
an overruling of the Planning 
Commission's requirements on the 
subdivision layout together with 
additional legal provisions, 
order would have to be prepared 
by the law department. 

“T do not recommend such a pro- 
cedure. Quite to the contrary, I 
urge the court to carefully con- 
sider pressure requests and excep- 
tions which are pouring into my 
office from the county court.” 
Imboden added that he respect- 
ed the authority of the court and 
did not have a function in setting 
county policy himself, but he 
pointed out that “policy” meant “a 
settled course,” and added: “Grant- 
ing special favors without consid- 
ering legal and moral obligations 
to the citizens of the county is not 
a policy procedure, because there 
is nothing settled or established 
about that practice.” 
Imboden declined to discuss or 
enumerate the “pressure reguests” 
when inquiry was made of him by 
the Post-Dispatch. The zoning 
order was adopted by the court 
last summer; the subdivision reg- 
ulations became effective much 
earlier, and pressure against them 
began building up this year with 
the effort to erect homes in many 
sections in the county. 

Many Requests Received. 

Numerous requests for zoning 
changes throughout the county— 
mostly of the objectionable “spot 
zoning” type—have been received. 
These are being heard simultane- 
ously with a series of township 
hearings on re-enactment of the 
zoning order. The county court, 
which has the power not only to 
establish zoning, but to change 
the zones, after reference to the 
Planning Commission for advice, 
has not indicated what it will do 
about these changes. The oppor- 
tunity exists for the court, if it 
yields to pressure for these 
changes, to alter the original zon- 
ing plan to a considerable extent. 
The court does not have to accept 
the advice of the commission. 

Many of the requested changes 
would permit commercial use of 
property now zoned for residential 
use, generally on rather small iso- 
lated areas, impinging on residen- 
tial. neighborhoods. Nationally 
and in St. Louis city, the general 
experience has been a tendency of 
property owners to obtain far 
more commercial zoning than 
actual or potential commerce can 
utilize, Some of the changes 
sought in the county are of the 
type usually considered meritori- 
ous, for special reasons. 

State law authorizing county 
zoning provides that the zoning 
plan shall be established by the 
County Court after hearings by 
the Planning Commission. A 
change in state law, which became 
effective last summer, caused the 
abolition of the old corlmission 
and creation of a new one. The 
old commission conducted the 
hearings for the present zoning 
system, but the County Court did 
not promulgate its order for the 
zoning until after the old commis- 
sion went out of existence and be- 
fore the new one was formed. 

Hearings Being Conducted. 

To guard against possible legal 
attack on the zoning, a new set of 
hearings— on the same plan—is 
being conducted by the present 
commission. The court, if it 
chooses, might make changes in

WAA to Open Department 
Store on South Broadway 


With Surplus Items. 


(Pictures in Everyday Magazine) 

A $3,000,000 stock of consumer 
goods ranging from large air- 
conditioning outfits to women’s 
lingerie will -be sold at retail to 
veterans of World War II at a 
department store to be opened by 
the War Assets Administration 
Monday at 8900 South Broadway, 
just north of Jefferson Barracks. 

Every article of possible interest 
to veterans or their families, which 
the St. Louis office of WAA has 
been able to obtain from Army and 
Navy surplus warehouses in its 
seven-state regional area, will be 
on display in the flag-bedecked, 
50,000-square-foot converted ware- 
house overlooking River des Peres. 

Ninety-three salesmen—all veter- 
ans—will be on hand to handle 
transactions, which WAA officials 
said would be on as informal a 
basis as possible, the only red tape 
being the offering by buyers of 
credentials proving they are vet- 
erans, 

Second in Nation. 
The store will be the second of 
its kind in the United States, the 
first having been an experimental 
establishment, on a much smaller 
scale, operated successfully in New 
Orleans last summer. 
An advance showing of the mer- 
chandise on sale disclosed a con- 
siderable number of scarce articles, 
huch as sheets, pillowslips, alarm 
clocks, electric refrigerators and 
a wide assortment of tools, all 
offered at bargain prices when 
compared with amounts asked at 
privately operated retail stores. 
Prices on articles exactly com- 
parable to those on the civilian 
market will run about 20 per cent 
lower than current retail prices, 
but on items of essentially mili- 
tary nature, like surplus uniform 
clothing and equipment, mark- 
downs will be much greater. Most 
of the merchandise is new, but 
some, which is used or damaged 
from long storage, will be offered 
at a fraction of its production 
cost. 
Some Items Scarce. 

Not all of the 1030 varieties of 
goods in stock are in ample sup- 
ply, even at the store. These in- 
clude electric refrigerators, out- 
board motors, washing machines 
and air-conditioning sets. 
The store will be open from 10 
a.m. to 3 p.m, on Mondays, Tues- 
days and Thursdays and from 4 
p.m, to 9 p.m. on Wednesdays and 
Fridays. A parade of decorated 
military vehicles, advertising the 
store opening, was held downtown 
at noon today.

Thinks Record Big Factor — 
G.O.P. Presidential Nomina- 
tion Fight Predicted.

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 298—(UP) 
—Gov. Earl Warren of California 
said today that any man who 
wins the Republican nomination 
for the Presidency. of the United 


Asked if in his opinion the Re 
publicans could lose the forthcom- 
ing general elections, Warren said 
with emphasis: 

“You bet your life they can 
lose. They can lick themselves. 
In my opinion the new Republican 
Congress is on probation before 
the people, and the final outcome 
in 1948 will be determined by the 
manner in which the Congress 
acquits itself before the Ameri- 
can people.” 

Warren's observations were 
made aboard an airliner shortly 
before he arrived in Mexico City 
to participate in the inauguration 
ceremonies Sunday for President- 
Elect Miguel Aleman of the 
southern republic. It came in re 
sponse to a question as to wheth- 
er he would accept the nomina- 
tion if it came to him. 

“It has not been tendered me,” 
the keynoter of the last Republi- 
can national] convention replied. 

“It won’t be tendered anybody. 
In my opinion the man who re- 
ceives the nomination in 1948 will 
have to want it and have to fight 
for it.” 

Asked if he felt any such fight 
coming on in his own system, he 
smilingly said he did not detect 
the symptoms. He seemed to take 
care to avoid saying he would not 
accept nomination, 

At Sacramento early in October, 
before the Republican landslide 
in California, Warren declared 
that he was not a candidate for 
the Presidency of the United 
States. At that time he said “I 
am not seeking the office and I 
wish my friends would not put me 
in the position of seeking it.”

Urges Industrial Curbs, 
Steel Limit of 2,750,000 


Tons a Year. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP)— 
Edwin W. Pauley, United States 
reparations commissioner, pr o- 
posed today that Japan be 
stripped to a remnant of its once- 
powerful merchant fleet and oth- 
erwise sharply curbed from dom- 
ination of East Asia as a barrier 
against future aggression. 

Pauley’s recommendations, sent 
to President Truman and passed 
on to congressional foreign affairs 
committees. are expected to form 
the basis of United States policy 
at an ill-nation reparations con- 
ference early in December. 

Under his plan, Japan would be 
reduced to: 

1A “fleet totaling 1,500,000 
tons, with no ships over 5000 
tons or faster than 12 knots. 

2. Complete absence of war 
and munitions industries, includ- 
ing magnesium, aluminum and 
synthetic oll plants, and remov- 
al of at least 50 per cent of 
electric power facilities. 

3. An annual steel and iron 
capacity of 2,750,000 tons — less 
tha 2 per cent of United States 
production. 

4. Less than one-third of cur- 
rent machine tool supplies, leav- 
ing 175,000 and removing 600,- 
OOo 

Ir addition, Japan would lose 

2°0,000- tons of nitric acid yearly 
for reparations, retaining only 
12.500 tons annually, and would be 
cut to a minimum on railroad 
equipment, shipbuilding facilities, 
oil refineries, communications 
equipment, power plants and pos- 
sibly some other production facil- 
ities. 

Pauley said his recommenda- 
tions, based on a first-hand sur- 
vey in Japan, Korea and Man- 
churia, follow a principle of “se-

A number of the suc- 
cessful candidates of both parties 
had small majorities, 

The close election was fought 
on the issues of increased Social- 
ism advocated by the Labor, and 
free enterprise, advocated by the 
National party.

We the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In reference to your Sunday article on 
the growing concentration of economic 
power, I would like to supplement it with 
the following data, drawn from “Eco- 
nomic Concentration and World War 
II,” a report by the Smaller War Plants 
Corporation. 

Ten thousand persons own one-fourth, 
and 75,000 own one-half, of all the cor- 
porate stock in the country. The 1000 
largest dividend yecipients receive one- 
tenth, and 61,000 receive one-half, of all 
dividends. 

In the 200 largest non-financial cor- 
porations, the top 1 per cent of the book 
shareholdings accounted for 60 per cent 
of the common stock shares outstand- 
ing. Three family groups—the du Ponts, 
Mellons, and Rockefellers—have share- 
holdings of $1,400,000,000 which directly 
or indirectly control over 15 of the larg- 
est 200 non-financial corporations, 

Thirty-one of the 250 largest manufac- 
turing corporations are controlled by 
five interest groups: Morgan, Mellon, 
du Pont, Rockefeller and the Cleveland 


group, Two hundred and fifty non-finan-

Mr. Burke’s Offer 


As the judicial proceedings against John L. 
Lewis go into the third session, the miners’ chief 
has before him an offer to sit down at a confer- 
ence table and engage in collective bargaining. 
Edward R. Burke, head of the Southern Coal 
Producers’ Association, proffered the olive 
branch to Lewis in a statement on Thanksgiv- 
ing day. He said the operators would be “very 
happy” to negotiate a contract with Lewis. 
Burke added: 

We are willing to forget all about the re- 
cent difficulties. We think the miners are 
entitled to the best of treatment, and we 
are even willing to talk with them about a 
shorter work week-—-wages, hour's and every- 
thing else that’s connected with a contract. 

Of course, Lewis knew before the strike be- 
gan that the operators were willing to bargain 
with him. When the Government, through Sec- 
retary Krug, was making last-minute efforts to 
avert the walkout, it/offered him a plan for a 
60-day armistice during which negotiations for 
a new contract would be held, To this plan, the 
operators agreed. The Government stipulated 
that, if no new contract could be agreed upon 
during this period, the mines would neverthe- 
less be turned back to their owners. This meant 
that Lewis would then be free to strike without 
the complications he now faces as a result of a 
walkout while the mines are in Government 
hands. 

Mr. Burke's offer, which presupposes that the 
miners would go back to the pits while the talks 
are going on, is similar to the one that John L. 
Lewis turned down before the strike began. 
However, it furnishes him an “out” if he is 
looking for one. If he is not, if he intends to 
fight to the bitter end, his failure to accept Mr. 
Burke's offer will be just another brand on the 
conflagration of public opinion. 

Perhaps never before in history has public 
opinion—all shades of public opinion, includ- 
ing large segments of union labor and even in- 
cluding many miners themselves—been united 
so solidly in its condemnation of a labor leader. 
It would be different if the issue directly con- 
cerned the plight of the miners. It would be 
different if Lewis’s case were based directly on 
wages and working conditions. It is not. It is 
based on a legal technicality. Lewis claims he 
has a right to reopen a contract solemnly made 
with the Government. The language of the con- 
tract plainly says it cannot be reopened. 

So, on a legal technicality, Lewis proceeds to 
paralyze the nation’s economy. The disease from 
which the mine boss apparently suffers is 
megalomania—a disordered mental condition in 
which the patient has grandiose delusions. It 
is all right for him to indulge this as a private 
luxury; when he uses it to cause suffering and 
privation to an entire nation, it is time to call 
the keeper. 
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American Frigates for Peron 

Peron is buying American-built war frigates 
and the State Department is letting him do it. 
Why? 

Peron's Argentina is the most warlike country 
in South America. That is true whether one 
favors either the tough Braden policy or a more 
conciliatory one. Peron has intimidated his 
weaker neighbors almost from the outset of his 
regime. Reports persist that he is preparing 
for war with Brazil. Selling him munitions 
strengthens his ability to threaten and, if threats 
fail, to start shooting. The more effective his 
saber-rattling becomes, the harder it will be to 
win Latin American support for liberal inter- 
national political and economic ideals. 

Hence the United States and Britain, which 
has much more vital trade interests in Argen- 
tina than ours, have hitherto refrained from let- 
ting Peron have munitions. They have also 
prevented Sweden from selling war goods to 
him. Yet, heightening an impression that Ameri- 
cans are either hypocrites or hopelessly con- 
fused, the right to arm him fs now freely ac- 
corded to American manufacturers. 

Does it merely reflect the State Department's 
acutely split policy on Argentina? Or is it busi- 
ness-as-usual winning out over the higher aims 
of policy? Either way, one recalls with appre- 
hension that principle and practice were simi- 
larly divided when a split State Department 
and business-as-usual tolerated the shipment of 
scrap iron and other war materials to Japan. 
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Senator Bilbo was injured in an automobile 
accident in Mississippi. Something trivial, how- 
ever. 
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Insurance Against Depression 

It is more than a decade since the country 
suffered from a critical depression, and the last 
seven years have brought an unparalleled boom. 
So, since men’s memories are short, the appeal 
recently made in Washington for measures to 
prevent, or at least cushion, another depression 
may get scant attention. 

Gen. Philip B. Fleming, Federal Works Ad- 
ministrator, pointed to the five-billion-dollar 
public works fund which the Federal Govern- 
ment has set aside to create depression jobs and 
pronounced it insufficient. Because of inflated 
eosts, he said, it will not go as far as it was 
expected to go when the allocation was made, 
He might have added that it was insufficient, 
had there been no inflation. 

The picture for state and lecal governments 
is far worse. In this category only a little more 
than two billion dollars of public works have 
been planned. An additional four billion dollars’ 
worth is in the “design stage,” but Gen. Fleming 
intimates this is pretty flimsy and undependable. 

Nearly 40 per cent of the state and local proj- 
ects definitely ready are in New York State—a 
feather in Gov. Dewey's cap. Sixty per cent of 
the state and local governments which. have re- 
ported to Gen. Fleming's office have no public 
works planned or being designed, aside from 
highway construction, which is a normal rather 
than an emergency expenditure. 

Correction of this appalling failure to throw 
up a barrier against depression demands gen- 
eral attention. Everybody is interested in pre- 
venting a return of the agonized days of the 
early "30s. This is economic planning at a level 
that the most pronounced free enterpriser should 
not oppose. 

To bring the matter Sieen we would inquire 
what Mayor Kaufmann and Gov. Donnelly mean 
to do in response to Gen. Fleming's appeal. 
Neither St. Louis nor the State of Missouri is 


among the 60 per cent that are totally unpre- 
pared. But neither has either sufficient projects 
or an adequate orgahization set up against the 
coming of lean days. 
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Mr. Imboden’s Charge 


Future real estate development in St. Louis 
County can be orderly and attractive, with ris- 
ing property values. Or, if the County Court 
allows continued exceptions to the zoning and 
subdivision regulations, the county can be in- 
fected with hodgepodge neighborhoods, derelict 
subdivisions and declining values. That the 
choice still hangs in the balance is suggested in 
our news columns today by George R. Imboden, 
executive secretary of the County Planning 
Commission. 

A developer violated the subdivision regula- 
tions. Then he compounded the offense by 
building without permission, The developer ap- 
pealed to the County Court after the Plan Com- 
mission denied him a permit. Without ascer- 
taining the nature of the commission's objec- 
tions, the court summarily ordered Mr. Imboden 
to legalize the violation by issuing a permit. Mr. 
Imboden refused. 

This episode, if Mr. Imboden’s statement re- 
flects it correctly, is a flagrant example of “spot 
zoning,” which has caused so much trouble here 
in St. Louls. Where spot zoning is frequent, 
zoning and subdivision control become a hollow 
shell. Favors from the governing body usurp 
its place—and every resident helps pay the bill. 

The Planning Commission was set up because 
the County Court cannot give land development 
the continuous technical attention it requires— 
also because the court is a political body. The 
commission cannot function unless the court lets 
all favor-seekers know that its Judgment will be 
set aside only when it is actually proved un- 
sound in specific rulings. Since this function 
has been delegated, the court should respect the 
delegation instead of meddling. 

According to Mr. Imboden's protest, the court 
has acted unwisely in this instance. Its future 
conduct will be watched with all the greater 
concern. 
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He Talks Turkey 


The holiday and pre-holiday sessions of the 
Council of Foreign Ministers saw three impor- 
tant developments: An agreement was reached 
on the appointment of a Governor for Trieste 
on terms granting him authority presumably suf- 
ficient to keep order; an approach was made to 
a settlement of the question of freedom of navi- 
gation on the Danube; and Mr. Molotov made 
his debut as a full-fledged American style wise- 
cracker. 

Yesterday afternoon, when the question of 
reparations was reached, Secretary of State 
Byrnes proposed that, since it was Thanksgiv- 
ing, negotiations be recessed and the others 
join him in sharing turkeys which had been 
prepared. 

Then, just as snappily as a gagman for Fred 
Allen or Bob Hope, Mr. Molotov responded that 
he had no objection, but would like to point out 
that Turkey had not been on the agenda, while 
reparations had. 

Is it possible that Molotov’s stoical devotion 
to the proletarian revolution is being corrupted 
by the fleshpots of Gotham? Is he in danger 
of being humanized by soft capitalistic existence? 


Pious Suggestion 

In its ]l report to Judge Waldo Mayfield, 
the September term grand jury recommends a 
change in the present method of selecting Cor- 
oner’s juries, now handpicked by the Coroner 
himself. The grand jury thinks that henceforth 
Coroner’s juries should be chosen through the 
Jury Commissioner's office and that their pay 
be increased from $1 a day to $3. This is ex- 
cellent, 

The grand jury was thinking of the case of 
William Howard, who was shot to death by Wil- 
liam J. Niggeman, a policeman. At the Cor- 
oner’s inquest, witnesses were intimidated, in- 
sulted and browbeaten by Thomas E. Dowling, 
Assistant Circuit Attorney. Dowling’s behavior 
was so bad that he was reprimanded by Circuit 
Attorney Griffin. The Coroner, according to 
one or more of the jury, virtually dictated a ver- 
dict of justifiable homicide. The whole pro- 
ceeding had a bad odor. 

But the grand jury which now so piously ree- 
ommends a reform in the Coroner’s jury system 
is the same one which itself is under fire in the 
William Howard case. It, too, considered the 
shooting and did nothing about it. One of its 
members, Mildred Chadeayne, resigned in pro- 
test. In doing so, she said that she felt the 
grand jury had ignored the weight of the evi- 
dence and its value. She flatly said that there 
had been a miscarriage of justice. 

It is ironic that a suspected grand jury should 
appease its conscience by making so good a sug- 
gestion about Coroner’s juries. Has it any ideas 
how the grand jury system itself can be im- 
proved? 
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Mr. Bidault’s Resignation 

However the immediate leadership problem is 
solved in France, the solution will be only tem- 
porary. The presidency of the provisional French 
Government, from which Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault has resigned, has only until 
next January to run. 

Even if the avowed candidate, Maurice Thorez, 
Communist, should be chosen for the remainder 
of the interim, he will have to confront the full 
processes of France’s Fourth Republic in less 
than two months. France then is scheduled to 
restore its customary system; both chambers of 
Parliament are to be seated, a President of the 
Republie is to be chosen, and a Premier to be 
nominated by the President to form a Cabinet. 


Bidault’s coalition, formed last June, was at 
best only a stopgap. It has served a long time, 
all things considered. The able young Foreign 
Minister’s resignation at this time has the effect 
of forcing the Communists’ hand and may well 
prove to have been a wise political move from 
the standpoint of his MRP party and its middle- 
ground adherents.

The people were fed up with a bungling 
administration which, 14 months after the 
Japanese surrender, had failed to restore a 
emoothiy functioning peacetime economy, 
They were tired of Government restrictions, 
unfulfilled promises, food shortages’ and 
strikes. They correctly sensed that their 
Presidént was utterly lacking in leadership; 
that his whistling in the dark was produc- 
ing only false notes of optimism. 

In short, they understood that the state 
of the nation wasa sorry mess and swarmed 
to the polls to “wallop their own jackass” 
with an oversized elephant paddle. 


For those of us who sometimes despair 
over our drift toward the sort of state so- 
cialism which has ruined Europe, the elec- 
tion verdict is reassuring indeed. 


“Purely a Protest Vote” 


By their votes, the people have shown a 
canny ability to distinguish between prom- 
ise and performance. They had reached 
the stage when the sophomoric oratory of 
Henry Wallace left them cold. They wearied 
of lofty words from glib bureaucrats who 
always came up with plausible explanations 
for the things they had failed to do. 

They finally got wise to expediters who 
didn’t expedite, to controllers who didn’t 
control, to.a President who, a few days be- 
fore election, cut the budget for national 
defense while increasing appropriations for 
pork-barrel projects which might save a 
Democratic Congressman’s hide. 

But it is to be hoped that the respons!- 
ble Republican leaders in Congress will ap- 
preciate that the recent election was not 
won on any positive program advanced by 
their party. It was purely a vote of pro- 
test against the bungling ineptitude of the 
Truman Administration which has failed 
#0 miserably in its peacetime tasks, 

If the Republican party is to win the con- 
fidence of the nation in the next two years 
and elect its presidential candidate in 1948, 
it must abandon the negative attitude of a 
minority party and advance a positive, con- 
structive program that will meet with popu- 
lar approval. Here are a few suggestions: 


Economy Before Tax Cuts 


Bureaucracy: Senator Harry Byrd, Vir- 
ginia Democrat, has figures indivating 
that three billions a year can be saved by 
eliminating useless bureaucratic functions, 
If true, this is a criminal waste of public 
money. Will a Republican Congress have

Fiscal Policies: Prepare a balance sheet 
of our assets and liabilities in order 
to determine to what extent we are able 


to assist less fortunate nations without bank- 
rupting oyrselves, 


Labor: Sponsor workable labor legisla- 
tion which will insure equal rights and re- 
sponsibilities to both sides. Make collective 
bargaining just what the name implies, not 
a crude form of collective bludgeoning. In- 
vestigate the possibilities of national labor 
courts, 


A Housing Opportunity 


Foreign Policy: Advocate bi-partisan 
support of a firm but just foreign policy, 
coupled with an affirmative economic plan 
for the rehabilitation of Europe. Our in- 
fluence abroad will become negligible if 
we permit foreign policy to become a par- 
tisan issue. Restrain the Russia-baiters 
within the party who incite talk of war 
while posing as great patriots. 

Communism: Root out all known Com- 
munists within the Government. It can be 
done quietly and effectively. J. Edgar 
Hoover will furnish the list upon request. 


Mousing: Turn the light upon Wilson 
Wyatt’s Housing Administration and find 
out why a nation which spends billions for 
war is so criminally negligent in getting 
houses built for veterans. It can be done! 
We built the tanks and the planes, didn’t 
we? 

Hiuman Relations and Youth: The Re- 
publican party has an unparalleled op- 
portunity to correct the impression that it 
is a party of crusty old millionaires who 
grow apoplectic whenever Westbrook Peg- 
ler revives memories of F.D.R.

Shepard. (The Macmillan Co., New York.) 
Those who like fiction packed with his 

torical facts will enjoy this chronicle of 

Holdfast Gaines. It begins in the last years 

of the Revolution and ends with the Battle 

of New Orleans in Januagy of 1415. On 
such a magnificent panorama, Odell Shep- 
ard, Connecticut scholar, politician and 

Pulitzer Prize biographer (“Pediar’s Prog- 

ress: The Life of Bronson Alcott”) has cok 

laboOrated with his son, Willard Shepard. 

Together they present avery dramatic 

description of the first generation of Ameri- 

can independence. 

They tell the story of Holdfast Gaines, a 
giant Mohegan Indian whose tribe has been 
erushed by Benedict Arnold's maseacre. at 
Fort Griswold. Moving into the dark foresta 
of Western Waters alosg with the young 
firebrand, Andy Jackson, Holdfast dis 
covers a sinister plot being formed by high- 
ranking American traitors, the. vengeful 
chieftain Tecumseh and Britain's crafty 
Lord Castlereagh, In a desperate nightlong 
battle aboard the little privateer Gen. Arm 
strong, Holdfast helps delay a part of the 
Squadron sent by Castlereagh to seize New 
Orleans, Running 600 miles in six days, 
Holdfast carries news of the attack in 
time to help Jackson win one of the great- 
est battles in our history: 

* . . 

The book ifs full of American life—East, 
West and South. Here are a few of the 
people who take part in its action: John 
Reid of the Royal Navy and his beautiful 
wife Rebecca Chester, their son Sam, who 
was the victor over three British ships at 
Fayal; salty old John Chester, veteran of 
Colonial wars; lusty Russel Bean, rifle 
maker and backwoods dandy; redheaded 
Andy Jackson, cock-fighter, duelist and 
General; Jack McNab, Indian scout, who 
killed two British sentries for their red 
flannel] underwear; Capt. McWilliams of the 
Royal Marines, who quoted Shakespeare 
while leading a charge; Tecumseh and his 
evil brother the Prophet, who plunged 
Western Waters into the bloody Creek war; 
and Parson Blandison, the English gambler, 
who looked at this raw, young country with 
amused, critical eyes, but found his final 
home as a medicine man on the banks of 
the Mississippi, where he continued to re 
cite the odes of Horace. 

The reader who likes a simply-paced his- 
torical novel will find this one rather 
heavy going. This is partly because so many 
of its pages are devoted to the introspective 
struggles of the hero, torn between loyal 
ties to his native race and his adopted 
people. Partly it is because of the author's 
insistence on authenticity in the speech of 
their characters; so one finds much unfa- 
miliar dialect. But all in all, “Holdfast 
Gaines” is a novel that will hold its readers 
for several enjoyable hours.

Terms of the Sale. 


The economic unification of 
Germany, a central German gov- 
ernment, a demilitarization treaty, 
are not things to be bought eager- 
ly from Molotov. They are things 
to be sold to him reluctantly on 
carefully considered terms. 

For if the terms are not such 
as to make secure the long-range 
vital interests of the Westen 
powers, the unification of Ger- 
many under a central government 
will be a monumental blunder, We 
shall have unified Germany for 
the Pan-Germans who will inevi- 
tably make a deal with Moscow 
at the expense of Poland and 
against the West. 

The right course is open to us, 
however, if only Mr. Byrnes and 
the State Department will build 
their German policy upon the 
foundations which have been laid, 
with brilliant foresight, in the 
American zone. The disheartening 
thing about Mr. Byrnes’s Stutt- 
gart speech was that it showed s0 
little appreciation of the signifi- 
cance of the American achieve- 
ment in giving the Germans a 
vested interest to keep Germany 
decentralized and federal. That, 
and not propaganda about democ- 
racy, is the true beginning of a 


'change in the political habits of 


Germany. 


Checking It to Molotov. 


The example and the pressure 
of the three German states in the 
American zone have begun to 
spread into the British zone. When 
the British zone has been reor- 
ganized into autonomous atates, 
then—and then only—will it be 
safe or wise to establish a pro- 
visional central government. For 
then the vested interests, which 
soon develop in the separate 
states, will be a guarantee that 
Berlin will not become again the 
capital of a centralized bureau- 
cratic Reich—a Reich so unified 
that it can be captured and regi- 
mented by a Communist party or 
a Nazi party. 

Molotov has said that he does 
not want a federal Germany. 
Naturally. But he cannot prevent 
the Western powers from reor- 
ganizing three-quarters of Ger- 
many for federalism, When they 
have done that, there can be a 
central government which we can 
trust, not one which Molotov 
can use, Then it will be up to 
Molotov to find how long he can 
keep his Germans from obtaining 
the same rights as all the other 
Germans, 

Though we have lost precious 
time, and have allowed European 
relations to deteriorate while we 
haggled in vain over Eastern 
Europe, we still have the oppor- 
tunity and the means to retrieve 
the situation. But to do that we 
must have the vision of what 
Germany can be in Europe as a 
whole, and we must act with de- 
cision, having calculated correctly 
the real balance of forces,

A Pro-Labor Majority. 


That glimpse into how another 
coal strike tore the high court 
asunder may foreshadow another 
and more violent turmoil, 

Labor leaders base their confi- 
dence in the outcome of the pres- 
ent legal dispute on several things. 
One, obviously, is the fact that the 
majority-of the court has proved 
to be distinctly pro-labor and lib- 
eral, in sharp contrast to the 
majority that consistently voted 
down New Deal laws. 

Add to this the fact that even

SURVEY ON HOSPITAL 
BY STATE. STRESSED 


Head of Nursing Services 
Says Study Is Important as 
Basis for U.S. Aid. 


The importance of a survey by 
the State Division of Health to de- 
termine hospital and public health 
needs in Missouri was stressed to- 
day by Miss Lucille Whitesides, 
director of the state Public Health 
Nursing Services, at a meeting of 


the Missouri Hospital Association 
at Hotel Jefferson. 

Miss Whitesides said the hos- 
pital facilities in the state “defi- 
nitely are inadequate in all areas, 
rural and metropolitan alike” and 
pointed out that the federal aid 
to be received in constructing new 
hospital units depended on results 
of the survey. She said the Fed- 
eral Government would supply 
one-third.the cost of construction 
of such units, providing the plan 
is approved by a state advisory 
committee to be appointed by the 
Governor and by the United States 
Public Health Service, 

Funds for conducting the sur- 
vey have been allotted to the 
states by the Federal Government 
on a basis of population and with 
the per capita income of each 
state also being considered. Miss 
Whitesides said Missouri would 
receive about $79,000. She point- 
ed out that the largest amount, 
$4,842,000, would be received by 
Texas, 

Miss Whitesides told the group 
that the survey most likely would 
be completed in 1947 in Missouri, 
with the possibility that some con- 
struction would also be started 
late next year. The survey in 
each state is a part of a five-year 
plan by the Federal Government 
to increase hospital § facilities. 
The over-all cost of the plan has 
been estimated at about $1,125,000,- 
000. 

The explanation that any type 
of non-profit group can apply for 
aid was given by Miss Whitesides, 
who said that one condition was 
that free hospital service must be 
supplied for indigent patients. To 
get the federal aid after the sur- 
vey is completed, a community, 
organization or group must apply 
to the State Division of Health for 
approval before their request is 
forwarded to the Government. If 
the request doesn’t conflict with 
the survey, Miss Whitesides said, 
federal air “almost assuredly will 
be given.” 

The association's meeting will be 
concluded tomorrow with Dr. 
Curtis Lohr, superintendent of St. 
Louis County Hospital, taking of- 
fice as president.

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WARNS PRESS OF NEW 
ATTACKS ON FREEDOM 


Byron Price Cautions Against 
Censorship, Gestures of 
Official Guidance. 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 29 (AP)— 
Byron Price, wartime director of 
censorship, left a warning with the 
Associated Press managing edi- 
tors’ convention today of coming 


assaults against freedom of ex 
pression—“assaults of such char- 
acter that press, radio and screen 
inevitably will be drawn closer 
together in self defense.” 

Addressing the conference, Price, 
chairman of the Ags 
sociation of Motion Picture Pro- 
ducers, sald a little censorship 
anywhere is a lingering threat to 
freedom of the press. Price is 
former general news editor of the 
Associated Press. 

“No one can afford to feel smug 
and safe.” asserted Price, “when 
he considers the long-term lesson 
of history and the gradual cur- 
taillment of liberty as regimenta- 
tion advances with every genera- 
tion. 

Censorship Is “Dangerous.” 

“Even a little censorship any- 
where is dangerous to the press 
and even the more éubtie gestures 
toward governmental guidance and 
official prompting are your con- 
cern whether they affect news- 
papers directly or come to you in 
the guise of restraints and inter- 
ference in other fields of com- 
munication.” 

Price said the motion picture 
business was growing up and ap- 


now board 


pealed to editors not to be gullible 
about Hollywood and the old 
legends and cliches about the film 
capital. Better pictures, he said, 
depend on better story material. 
He urged newspapers to encour- 
age patronage of better pictures. 

“Tt is not without significance,” 
he pointed out, “that the level of 
our novela today ig so low that 
the Pulitzer committee at its last 
meeting was unable to find a 
single one worthy of award.” 

Gov. Earl Warren of California 
told the editors yesterday that 
America’s free press ig its stanch 
est bulwark against warmongering 
propaganda and voiced the con 
viction that a main reason why 
the United States is not a warlike 
nation ig “that our people are well 
and accurately informed on the 
issues of the day.” 

Moves by G.O.P. Predicted, 

Paul Miller, assistant general 
manager of the Associated Press 
and chief of its Washington Bur- 
eau, predicted that Republicans 
would eliminate all controls, cut 
appropriations and some taxes, 
pass strike-control legislation and 
trim or eliminate the State De- 
partment’s $19,000,000 information 
program throughout the world, 

The A.P. will have a “larger and 
better staff” covering Capitol ac- 
tivities, Miller said, turning its 
efforts to more _ interpretative 
stories by experts who know their 
fields, and to clearer writing by all 
staff members. 

J. McCambridge, general 
manager of Press Association, 
forecast three-dimensional pictures 
in color or black and white that 
would be equally effective for 
news pictures and advertisements. 
McCambridge also told of a new 
color film which newspapers can 
develop in their own plants. 

He said recent developments in 
photography include two cameras 
~—one that takes images in the 
dark, the other of electronic de- 
sign. He urged that newspapers 
set up a research organization to 


meet the potential competition of 
television.

NEW YORK, Nov. 29 (AP)— 
Premier Jose Giral Pereira of the 
Spanish republican government-in- 
exile said today the republicans 
would reject any monarchist pro- 
posal for an intermediate govern- 
ment in Spain, and said civil war 
would break out there again if 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco 
remains in power. 

The former premier of the Span- 
ish republic, in a written reply 
to questions handed him by the 
Associated Press, denied recent re-| 
ports that his exiled government 
had been holding conversations 
with the monarchists with a view 
to setting up a government to rule 
Spain in its transition from) 
Franco's dictatorship to a new re- 
public, 

“Neither our government nor 
our followers ever have had rela- 
tions with the monarchists, nor 
will they accept any intermediate 
regime,” Giral said, “We legally 
and legitimately represent the peo- 
ple.” 

Giral, who fled Spain early in 
1939 after the republican. col- 
lapse in the civil war, said a ‘con- 
certed United Nations break in 
diplomatic relations, such as he 
has been urging, would bring 
about the immediate downfall of 
the Franco government, He added 
that the isolation of Franco Spain 
wag “the most elementary measure 
which must be taken to insure 
world peace.” 

“A regime like the Franquist 
one, completely militarized (66 per 
cent of the budget is allocated to 
military and police expenses); 
which supports an army of more 
than 1,000,000 men; which has 
250,000 soldiers on the French 
frontier and which is a WNazi- 
Fascist dictatorship, is always a 
danger to peace,” the republican 
leader said. 

Giral said the position in the 
world of a new republican gov- 
ernment, so far as cleavages be- 
tween the East and West were 
concerned, would be “in between; 
friend of all the democratic na- 
tions, with absolute independence 
and desires for peace and har- 
mony.” He denied a republican 

overnment ever would mean 
Gommunist domination in Spain.

Idaho Democratic Sena- 
tor Objects to Flat 20 
Pct.

Lower Brackets. 


| WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP)— 

Senator Glen Taylor (Dem.), Ida- 
ho, criticized Republican proposals 
for a 20 per cent across-the-board 
income tax reduction yesterday. 
He said it would be unfair to 
low-bracket wage-earners. He ad- 
vocated that the principal reduc- 
' tlons apply to the middle and low 
income levels. 

Taylor said in a statement that 
the 20 per cent reduction pro- 
posed by Representative Knutson 
(Rep.), Minnesota, is not ade- 
quate in the lower brackets, with 
infiation cutting away the wage- 
earners’ purchasing power. 

He advocated increasing the 
present exemption level of $500 a 
person to about $3000 for a family 
of four, and removal of all excise 
taxes “except on luxuries.” 

“Across-the-board reductions 
are unfair to the lower brackets,” 
Taylor said. “They will give mil- 
lions to the millionaires and pen- 
nies to the poor.” 

Senator Joseph H. Ball (Rep.), 
Minnesota, spoke for high taxes 
Wednesday in addressing the Na- 
tional Press Club. He conceded 
he was “a little off the reserva- 
tion,” since Republican leaders 
have called for tax reduction. 

“The soundest kind of eco- 
nomics,” said Ball, “would indicate 
keeping taxes high in boom times, 
reducing them in bad times.” He 
said that “the major part, if not 
all” of any Government surplus 
should be used, not for tax cuts, 
but to reduce the federal debt, 
for “if we don't reduce it now, I 
don't know when we ever can.” 


SHOW CAUSE ORDER AGAINST 
COUNTY BROADCASTING FIRM 


The St. Louis County Broadcast- 
ing Co., Inc., which has been au- 
thorized to operate a one kilowatt 
station on a wave length of 1320 
kilocycles, was ordered today to 
show cause next Thursday why a 
temporary injunction should not 
be issued to prohibit erection of 
its transmitter on a site in Oliv- 
ette. The order was issued by 
Circuit Judge Amandus Brackman 
at Clayton, after John H. Macken- 
20n, chairman of the town's board 
of trustees, filed suit seeking tem- 
porary and permanent injunction. 

Mackenson asserted construction 
of the transmitter had been 
started on a tract of land near 
Old Bonhomme and Warson roads 
without a building permit having 
been issued by Olivette and in 
violation of zoing ordinances. The 
area, the suit stated, is zoned for 
residential purposes, 

William J. Becker, attorney for 
the broadcasting company, said 
the firm had applied for a build- 
ing permit but that it was denied. 
The zoning ordinance, he con- 
tended, is invalid because no at- 
tempt had been made to enforce 
it since it was passed in 1941. He 
said that under terms of the per- 
mit issued by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission the sta- 
tion must be on the air for test- 
ing purposes by February and for 
regular operation by March, and 
for that reason the company was 
unable to delay start on construc- 
tion until the dispute was settled.

Make tae Fumbles Rumble.

Marriage Under Difficulties 


“Undercurrent,” which is being felt at Loew's State with 
Robert Taylor and Katherine Hepburn as the chief victims, 
employs what might be called the “absent-person” technique, 
a technique which reached its full flowering in “Rebecca” a few 

years ago and which has been used with vary- 
ing success since, Miss Hepburn and Mr, 
Taylor start out a happily married couple, but 
the honeymoon is barely over before the ab- 
sent person begins to cast a shadow across 
their marriage. This time, however, it is 
neither a former wife nor husband, but Mr, 
Taylor's brother, a person whom Mr, Taylor 
hates with rather amazing intensity. At first one’s sympathies 
are with Mr. Taylor, especially after he tells his bride how his 
brother double-crossed him in business and turned out to be a 
heel generally. As time passes, however, one begins to suspect, 


just about the same time Miss Hepburn does, that it is a case 
of not hating a person who has wronged us half so much as 


we hate the person we have wronged. It develops that it 


was Mr. Taylor who was not only a double-crosser of his own 
brother, but even more, a murderer; and that all his wealth 
is yo gains. Mr. Taylor, haunted not only by his own 
guilt, is Yurther tortured by the realization that his wife, 
through the picture she has managed to fit together from the 
pieces, has fallen in love with the brother she has never seen. 
His weak character then gets complete possession of him and 
in a climax which is as melodramatic and filled with suspense 
and anything Mr. Hitchcock even dreamed up, he almost suc- 
ceeds in adding his wife to his victims. 

The chief fault with the picture is the absent person, por- 
trayed by Robert Michum, Having been presented as a man 
who likes fine old books and poetry, good horses, good pic- 
tures, good music, a man who envisioned and created the per- 
fect home and who knows how to win friends and influence 
people generally, Mr. Mitchum, when he finally appears, is 
the worst anticlimax since the official announcement of VJ 
Day. . 

Taylor gives his usual grooved performance, Miss Hepburn, 
the perennial hoyden, ia beginning to look like a hoyden with 
crow's feet, which is something of an anachronism and alightly 
disturbing. She still possesses the requisite charm and skill, 
however, and altogether the picture is a smoothly acted piece 
capable of holding your interest,

Spies and Murder Mysteries 


S a convenient literary tag for any sort of undercover 

activity, from international esplonage down to plain police 

reporting, the expression, “cloak and dagger” has become 
perhaps the most hackneyed of the year, if not of our genera- 
mm tion. The picture of the same name, now 
showing at the St. Louls theater, might have 
overcome even this handicap, however, were 
it not for the fact that as spy dramas go, it 

goes. 

Gary Cooper, who plays spies with the 
same lanky charm he plays backwoodsmen, 
has the leading role as a retiring professor 

working quietly away on the atom bomb who suddenly finds 
himself hauled out of his laboratory and plunked down in a 
neutral country which is a veritable hotbed of espionage. In 
fact, there are so many sinister looking men in beards, beautiful 
women trying to make contacts and mysterious strangers bump- 
ing into people in hotel corridors in order to slip notes to each 
other that at times the proceedings come dangerously close to 
burlesqueing themselves. 

It is Mr. Cooper’s job to contact a famous feminine scien- 
tist who has fled Germany, but no sooner does he find her 
than she is kidnaped by the Gestapo, later murdered, His 
next hope is to contact an Italian scientist, which he does with 
more or less suspense, and try to help him get out of Italy. 
He gucceeds also in doing this, but not before there have been 
@ generous assortment of narrow escapes for all concerned 
and a pitched battle between the German Army and the Italian 
underground, 

The picture has its moments of action and high suspense, 
but they come between long periods which approach tedium. 
It must be said in its favor that it does defy one tradition of 
the epy story. Instead of falling in love with a beautiful enemy 
spy, Mr. Cooper falls in love with a beautiful spy who is on 
his side, This proves quite refreshing but probably will result

T seems funny on Thankagiv- 
| ing day to be starting off tothe 

United Nations assembly to 
work just as usual, This is logical 
enough, since the day is a holiday 
only in the United States, grow- 
ing out of the gratitude of our 
early settlers for their first good 
harvest, which saved them from 
starvation, 

I have been wondering, how- 
ever, if it might not be a very 
good thing to broaden this day 
and invite all the world to join in 
with us in prayers of thanksgiv- 
ing for the concept of one world, 
and in supplication that we as in- 
dividuals, and our representatives 
as statesmen, may have the wis- 
dom to make a reality of this con- 
cept. 

Everything we can do on a 
round-the-world basis is a help 
to the mental attitude which we 
must develop if we are going to 
understand that- peoples through- 
ou the world are concerned about 
each other and no longer think 
only of themselves. 

Education is going to play a 
very great part in the develop- 
ment of peace in the world, and 
so I read with extreme interest a 
recent report on the educational 
picture in Georgia. As in every 
other state, higher education in 
Georgia is being sought by a great 
number of young people. State 
and priyate colleges and universi- 
ties are crowded, But the num- 
ber of teachers is steadily declin- 
ing, even though their pay has 
gone up astonishingly in the last 
few years. 

Georgia employs about 25,000 
schoo] teachers a year. But in 
April 1946, the state’s Department 
of Education reported that 2500 
teaching positions, affecting the 
lives of about 30 times that num- 
ber of children, could not be 
filled, due to the lack of appli- 
cants. In the year 1942-43, more 


than 25 per cent of the teachers 
in Georgia quit teaching or left 
the state. It is not too great an 
exaggeration to say that probably 
half of the teachers now employed 
there are not professionally qual- 
ified for their jobs, 

As usual, the rural children are 
suffering the most, Their local 
schools cannot be kept open be- 
cause no teachers can be found. 
Children have to be taken long 
distances and crowded into 
schools which already have their 
normal quota, Frequently, in the 
course of a single term, the teach- 
er of a class will be changed sev- 
eral times, which hampers any 
continuity in the children’s edu- 
cation, 

The theory that low salaries is 
what prevents people from enter- 
ing the teaching profession would 
seem to be disproved in Georgia 
because, in two years, salaries in 
the top brackets seem to have 
gone up about 50 per cent, and 
yet the number of teachers goes 
on decreasing. If this is so in 
Georgia, it is certainly so in many 
other atates. 

And what must the situation in 
countries which have been devas- 
tated by war? Are we going to 
have a generation throughout the 
world which hungers for educa- 
tion, but is denied it because we 
have not been able to impress our 
young people with the importance 
and value of the teacher in the 
community? This may be one of 
the greatest detriments in realiz- 
ing our hope for peace in the 
world,

WHAT'S IN A NAME? 


WHERE did Steven Foster 
Q get the name “Swanee Riv- 

®er’? Ido not find it in any 
geography or gazeteer.—H.M. 

A. When (in 1851) Foster wrote 
“The Old Folks at Home” he 
sought a river name that would 
be both singable and typical of 
the old South. After several 
choices and rejections, he fell in 
love with the name of the Su- 
wanee Rives, which flows through 
southern yeorgia and northern 
Florida and empties into the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

He changed Suwanee to “Swa- 
mee” since he wanted a name 
of two syllables only. Hence, his 
song has always seemed to suggest 
a placid stream peopled with ma- 
jestic swans, 

Foster’s corruption of the name 
was not the first, however, for 
the original name of the river was 
San Juan, pronounced: sahn 
hwahn, It is likely that the form 


Suwanee evolved from the imper- 


fect pronunciation of the people 
of that region,

OST people today are aware 
M that the best way of treating 
appendicitis is through op- 
eration and hence a good many 
may wonder just how likely they 
are to contract this ailment, 

By and large, the more fre- 
quently a disease occurs, the 
greater the chance that any given 
individual may have it but there 
are other factors, too, which muat 
be taken into consideration 
making an estimate regarding any 
particular disease. Though a per- 
son of almost any age may have 
appendicitis, good authorities be- 
lieve that 50 per cent of all cases 


occur in young people under 30 


years of age. 
* 2 ® 


THAT IS WHY special interest 
attaches to two studies made 
among university students in re- 
cent years. One made over a 10- 
year period at the University of 
Minnesota among 15,000 students 
shows that every year about four 
students out of every thousand 
had attacks of appendicitis, A di- 
agnosis of appendicits was made 
in 594 students but the appendix 
was removed in only 294. 

Drs. K. A. Stiles and Frederick 
W.. Mulsow of Cedar Rapids, Ia., 
questioned 2968 students over an 
eight-year period. About 10 per 
cent reported that they had had 
the appendix removed, There were 
slightly more women than men in 
this group. In addition, about one 
out of 20 had been told that they 
had appendicitis, but did not have 
the appendix removed. 

From these figures it would 
seem appendicitis is a common 
condition and that there is about 
one chance out of five of your de- 
veloping it at some time during 
your life. 
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APPENDICITIS causes pain in 
the right lower part of the ab- 
domen, together with tenderness 
of the muscles in this area. The 
muscles are also contracted. In 
some instances ' there/are fever, 
sickness to the stomach, vomit- 
ing and constipation. In prac- 
tically all cases there is some in- 
crease in the number of white 
cells in the blood. When a per- 
son hag these symptoms he should, 
of course, have an examination 
made by a physician to determine 
whether or not appendicitis is 
present, so that an operation may 
be carried out if it is necessary. 

It is important to realize that 
when appendicitis is promptly di- 
agnosed and properly treated it is 
not a serious disorder. It is only 
when the condition is neglected 
and allowed’ to continue until the 
appendix bursts that it becomes 
dangerous, When the appendix 
breaks, infected material gets into 
the cavity of the abdomen and a 
serious disorder known as perito- 
nitis then develops. People who 
have symptoms like those of ap- 
pendicitis should not delay in con- 
sulting the physician.

Innocent as this hesitation waa, 
however, it did the declarer a tre- 
mendous amount of harm, For 
now, when the heart jack was led, 
East was in no doubt as to wheth- 
er or not he ought to cover. It 
was apparent that declarer would 
not be able to get back to dummy; 
therefore he could not take a sec- 
ond heart finesse, if that was his 
intention or hope. East did not 
cover the heart jack, and subse- 
quently declarer had to lose an- 
other heart trick to East's queen, 
as well as the trick he lost to 
West's king by letting the jack 
ride. The contract was down one, 

Observe how difficult East's po- 
sition would have been if he had 
not been pretty sure that West 
could win a trump trick and there- 
by prevent dummy from twice get- 
ting the lead. With only one en- 
try in dummy East’s refusal to 
cover the heart jack was eminent- 
iy correct, but if Bast had felt that 
dummy could get in twice, in 
trumps, his proper play would be 
to cover the heart jack, in the 
hope that West had some heart 
combination that would produce 
two tricks.

“If future fate she plans, 'tis all

In these lines we find an evalu- 
ation of the “good fortune” often 
promised by those who profess to 
foretel) the future—as people know 
to their sororw who count too 
much on such favorable prognosti- 
cation, 

Sibyl is the legendary name, in 
the lore of classical antiquity for 
women inspired by Apollo with 
prophetic power. That is the source 
of the term for a fortune-teller. 

The fate “all in leaves” in the 
poet's lines is an allusion to the 
eave where the Sibyl is supposed 
to have written on leaves the fate 
of humans who came to consult 
her. According to the legend, it 
sometimes happened that the open- 
ing of the cave'’s door would dis- 
perse the leaves, and when this 
occurred the prophecy was irre- 
trievably lost, 

In early Greek literature there 
was only one Sibyl, but stories 
about them later increased and 
poets perpetuated the myth until 
we find reference to ten. We know, 
of course, how great a part oracles 
played in the religious history of 
Classical antiquity. And thus from 
the mythological stories about Sy- 
bils, we come to the historic Sibyl- 
line Oracles, a collection written in 
Greek verse and supposed to be 
the product of an inspired proph-
